Gen. Monclove Herrera, his own 
rebel brigade and part of the Zaragosa 
brigade, all veterans, were reported 
by Villa to have entered Torreon from j 
the east, 4.000 strong, and to have j 
fought from house to house and street 
tostreet until the bull ring on the 
northern fringe of the town was taken, 
■with the section of the city through 
■which the railroad passes. 
This in­ 
cluded the business section or most 
o f it. 
Reports City on Fire. 
The Stirnau hotel, in the heart of 
the city, wae said to be in rebel hands 
and a battle for possession of the rail­ 
road shops was being carried on. The 
city was reported on fire in several 
places, but as the buildings were most­ 
ly of adobes there was no fear of a 
conflagration. 
A 
Becond 
telegram 
from Villa amended the first to show 
that the federals were concentrated 
In their last defense in the western 
portion of Torreon. 
Newspaper dis­ 
patches arrived with news of the oc­ 
cupation of Lerdo and Gomez Palacio 
by the rebels and of the attack on 
Torreon. Villa was said to be prepar­ 
ing to renew an assault in co-operation 
w itt Herrera. 
Generals Pena, Reyna 
and Anaya of the federals had been 
killed and General Ocaranaa eeriously 
■wounded. 
Fire Bombs With Cigarettes. 
Gomez Palacio, Mex., March 28.— 
Four days of fighting, Including three 
desperate assaults by the rebels, en­ 
abled Gen. Francisco Villa to move 
Into this place and establish headquar­ 
ters within three miles of Torreon. 
The deciding assault wae preceded by 
a bombardment after which the infan­ 
try and cavalry dashed Into the streets 
o f Gomez Palacio. 
Rifles, machettes, 
pistols and hand grenades were used 
in a hundred different encounters in, 
the narrow thoroughfares.. The gren­ 
ades, of home manufacture, were light-' 
*d with cigarettes, which are an unof­ 
ficial part of the equipment of every 
Mexican soldier. 
Villa’s Hat Off to Velasco. 
General Villa said that his hat was 
o ff to General Velasco for his defense 
i o f the town. 
The conduct of the fed­ 
eráis was a credit to them as soldiers, 
General Villa said, and Velasco proved 
himself a man of resource as w£ll as 
courage. 
General Villa did not yet know his 
own loss, except that it was heavy. 
The wounded suffered terribly with 
thirst, and many died for lack of water 
and surreal attention. 
The dead of 
both sides were mingled in the streets 
or found under piles of earth Which 
Lad once been adobe houses or corrals, 
wrecked by rebel shells. 
Veterans 
said that no more furious battle ever 
was fought in Bexico. 
Swears to Inspire Rebels. 
Villa's first assault in force took 
place four days ago. 
The third and 
final assault was delivered Thursday 
eight. 
General Villa, grimy with dust 
and sweat, a red bandanna about hie 
peck, participated. 
He rode up and 
down the lines, swearing and cheering 
cursing and calling on the saints. 
At 
times he was apparently calm and 
sagaln in a fury. 
Through it all Villa urged his men 
¡forward. 
All seemed to realize that 
the attack was the last. 
The picture 
that followed was a confused blur of 
blood and fire, where men in dying 
agonies moaned for water o r cried out 
(uncanny vivas. 
On the way into the town from E l 
Verjel General Villa wae called on con­ 
stantly to return the salute* of the 
wounded. Some of these were limping, 
pot to the rear but to the front to 
•catch up with comrades. Some, placed 
on hospital trainB, escaped and re­ 
turned to their commands,

Wounded Men Keep Fighting. 
• "Vivas V illa! 
Vivas Madero! 
Viva 
E l Constitution!” they cried in voices 
fro m parched throats. 
The endurance of these peons and 
their obsession to return to the front 
impressed the Americans in the train 
o f General Villa. 
There were men 
V ith deep gaehes across their cheeks, 
knen with masses of flesh torn off their 
backs or thighs, with arms and legs 
(lacerated and matted hair over their 
jeyes. 


BURLEY TOBACCO POOL QUITS 


London, March 28.— Inv spite of the 
efforts of the king and the cabinet 
ministers to induce Field Marshal Sir 
John FTench and Adjt. Gen. Sir John 
Ewart to retain their posts as the 
working heads of the British army, 
the two army officers stood firmly to 
their resignations. 
After a long cabinet meeting Pre­ 
mier Asquith announced to the excited 
house of commons that neither the 
chief of the general staff nor the ad­ 
jutant general would give way. 
He 
announced the issue of a new army or­ 
der intended to prescribe the duties 
both of the war office and of officers 
on service in contingencies such as 
that of Ulster. 
The order forbids superiors asking 
officers and soldiers what they will do 
In hypothetical contingencies and is 
designed to prevent a repetition of 
Gen. Sir Arthur Paget's action. 
It also prohibits officers and sol­ 
diers from asking for assurances, and 
sets forth the duties of the army al­ 
most In the words of the statement 
which, when Colopel Seely’s amend­ 
ments had been added, became the 
crux of the whole controversy. 
Compromise With Labor. 


The inclusion of soldiers with offi­ 
cers in the terms of the order is the 
result of the attitude taken by the la­ 
bor members in the debates and is in­ 
tended as a compromise. 
The political situation appears to 
be unchanged. 
Another cabinet coun­ 
cil will be held today. 
Sid Edward Carson, the Unionist 
leader in Ulster, has left Craigavon 
for London, but the report that Brig. 
Gen. Hubert Gough of the Third cav­ 
alry brigade at the Curragh camp te 
coming to the capital seemed to be 
prdmature. 
He is still at the Cur­ 
ragh.

According to current reports, Gen­ 
eral Gough has been asked to surren­ 
der the written guarantee given by 
Colonel 
Seely 
that

Refuses to Oust Seely. 
The continuation of the crisis is 
attributed to Premier Asquith's reluct­ 
ance to remove Colonel Seely from 
the post of secretary of war. 
Colonel 
Seely’s relinquishment of his 
port­ 
folio doubtless would satisfy Generals 
French and Ewart, and Premier As­ 
quiths’ objection to having him do so 
seems to indicate internal dissensions 
in the cabinet itself.

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THE TOWNSHIP HIGH SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Since the Telegraph started advocating a u nion and township 
high 


school for North and Sou th Dixon, the thinking people of this commu nity 


a rc beginning to talk of the advisability of the move, and the m ajority are 


in favor. 
Dixon schools are good, bu t it is acknowledged by all that they 


cou ld be a great deal better. 
A township high school in Dixon wou ld materially redu ce the school 


tax, becau se one big school can give Instru ction to all the people of Dixon 


as a mu ch lower expense.

We mu st have these things, and u nless we want to pay a higher school tax 


we mu st consolidate ou r high schools. 
Under the township high school 


plan, all p rop erty in the township wou ld be assessible.

and m anu factu ring interests ou tside of the city limits and ou tside of 
the 


p resent school district whose tax wou ld come to the high school u nder the 


township plan, and these m anu factu ring and agricu ltu ral interests wou ld 


benefit as mu ch as anyone from the increased school efficiency. 


Location for a township school cou ld 
be fou nd at near the center o! 


p opu lation. 
Some stu dents wou ld have to come a little farther to school 


than they do now, bu t high school stu dents are old enou gh so the difference 


in distance wou ld cau se no great grief. 
In larger cities the high school 


children go miles to school every day and lu ncheon arrange m ents are made 


for those who come great distances. 
There are very few in Dixon

dents from the cou ntry, and th ere wou ld be many, mu st be cared for.

New York, March 28 .—Frank Tan­ 
nenbaum, the leader of the Industrial 
Workers of the World, who led a 
crowd of 300 unemploy ed men into 
New York churches, where he de­ 
manded food and shelter, was found 
guilty of participating in an unlaw­ 
ful assemblage. 
Judge Wadhams In the court of 
general sessions sentenced him to 
one y ear in the penitentiary and im­ 
posed a fine of $500, which means one 
additional day in prison for each dol­ 
lar not paid. 
Before sentence was passed on him 
Tannenbaum was permitted to make 
a speech, in which he said that he 
had committed no crime, but was the 
victim of a sy stem that made the as­ 
sembly of the working class unlawful. 
“There was once a person who said 
that society would forgive murder or 
arson, but that the one thing that it 
would not forgive was the preaching 
of a new gospel,” said Tannenbaum. 
“That is my crime. 
There is no in­ 
stance in the world’s history where 
the effort of the slave class to free 
themselves has been considered legal. 
1 belong to the slave class. 
"Why is there all this nonsense 
about 
bloodshed? 
The 
capitalistic 
class sheds more blood in one y ear 
than the workers do in live. 
“I have only one thing more to say . 
Before I was arrested I never knew 
any thing about the police or courts. 1 
was igiiorant of all such things. From 
what I have learned since 1 have lit­ 
tle respect for courts or law. 
“I didn’t want this trial. 
I knew 
what I was going to get, but my 
friends insisted that I come to trial. 
“It is my last trial. 
If I am ever 
arrested again there will be no more 
tgials. 
These jurors arc members of 
y our class. 
They are capitalists in 
miniature. 
My crime was that of a 
starving man who tries to steal bread.” 
Judge Wadhams listened attentively 
to Tannenbaum and said he felt sorry 
fof him In not having embraced the 
opportunities of this country . 
“The jury has properly found y ou 
guilty ,” the judge continued. "It is not 
for the puty ose of administering ven­ 
geance, but for the protection of soci­ 
ety that in the judgment of the court 
the ex treme penalty should be im- 
i posed.” 
Tannenbaum is an Austrian and 
said he is a waiter by trade. He said 
his home ia in a cell in the Tombs.
